Washington, July IO.—The monthly 
report of the department of agriculture 
show's th" average condition of cotton on 
July I to Im* 75.8 as hon n trtd with Sd.5 
last month; 87.8 July I, 1800; 01.8 at the 
corresponding date in I SOS, and a ten- 
year average of S7.0. 
The condition iii 
lite principal states ra;>orted is as fol­ 
lows: North Carolina, SO; Sooth Caroli­ 
na, 70; Georgia,74; Florida,78; A l(bania, 
70; Mississippi, 64; Lonisiaun, SI; Texas, 
78; Arkansas, 78; Tennessee, 70; Okla­ 
homa, 72; Indian Territory, OO. 
While there was some improvements 
in June in North Carolina, Texas, Ok­ 
lahoma, and Indian Territory, amount­ 
ing to 8, 7, 7 and 12 points respectively, 
there was a decline of 6 jioints in South 
Carolina, 7in Louisiana, loin Tennessee, 
IS in Arkansas, 15 in Georgia, 17 in Ala­ 
bama and 21 in Mississippi. 
W ith the exception of North Carolina, 
where the average condition on July I 
was two point* above the mean of July, 
the average of that state for the last JO 
year* and in the Indian Territory,where 
figures are available for 
comparison 
cover only three years, the condition 
throughout the entire cotton b* it eom- 
pams unfavorably with the id year’s 
averages, Louisiana b"ing 7, South Car­ 
olina and Texas IO, Arkansas ll. Ten­ 
nessee 12, Georgia It, Alabama 18 and 
Mississippi 24 points below the respec­ 
tive 
IO 
year 
averages. 
Not only 
was the condition on July I, for the cot­ 
ton region as the whole the lowest, of 
July conditions on record, but in Geor­ 
gia, Florida, Alabama and Mississippi it 
was the lowest in the entire period of 
84 years for which the records arc avail­ 
able, while in Tennessee it was the low­ 
est, with one exception, and in South 
Carolina, T o n s aud Arkansas the low­ 
est, with two exceptions, in tho same 
period of 84 years. 
The excessive rains drowning out the 
crop and followed by an extraordinary 
growth of grass and weeds are reported 
from almost every state, aud the gravi­ 
ty of the situation is greatly increased 
by the general scarcity of labor. 
In 
South Carolina, Georgia, Alalwima,Loui­ 
siana and Texas considerable areas will 
have to be abandoned.

London, July IO.—W ith the foreign­ 
ers in Pekin probably safe and civil 
war, with Prince Ching on their side, 
with the powers united and their forces 
constantly increasing, tho outlook in 
China is now rather more hopeful than 


i t h a s l»een fora month past. 
It appears 
from the cautious statement given out by 
Taotoi Shongiti Shanghai that the reason 
that tho heavy guns bearing on the lega­ 
tions in Pekiu were not used is that 
Prince Ching, who is served by IO,CKK) 
troops, seized all their artillery ammuni­ 
tion. 
Sheng likewise intimates that Yang 
Lu, commander-in-chief of the northern 
army, is associated with Princo Ching 
in opposing Prince Tuan’s ferocious de­ 
signs and dictatorial ambition. 
Sheng, 
who appears to be the sole Shanghai 
conduit of Pekin news, cheers the foreign 
consuls by these confidential communi­ 
cations, Imt takes excessive precautions 
to prevent the Chinese from thinking 
him friendly to tho foreigners. 
The feeling of unrest in the southern 
aud central provinces continues. 
The 
members of tho official classes in those 
provinces strive to remain neutral with 
a leaning toward the foreigners, until 
they shall see whether tho moderate or 
extreme factions will win iii Pekiu. 
Prince Ching seems to bo standing for 
the dynasty and the old order agaiust 
Prince Tuan’s inordinate ambition. 
From a foreign viewpoint* the capture 
of Pekin is the keynote to the situation, 
as there is a fear, according to The 
Daily Mail’s Shanghai correspondent, 
that delay means HK) recruits for the 
boxers for every soldier of the allies iii 
the land. 
Two couriers arrived at Tien Tsin on 
July I from Pekin. 
One brought a let­ 
ter from Sir Claude MacDonald, the 
British minister, to the tame effect as 
that previously received from Sir Robt. 
Hart. The couriers confirm the report of 
the death of Baron Von Kettelor. They 
nay that Prince Ching is doing his ut- 
utmost to protect the foreigners, but 
that the 
native feeling 
against the 
the whites is strong. 
Two high offi­ 
cials opposed to the boxers are reported 
by the couriers to have been assassin­ 
ated. 
The empress dowager is actively striv- 
ing to prevent the factions from fighting. 
Prince Oiling has informed her that ht 
would rather lose his head than to bt 
constantly obliged to warn her of the 
consequences of the prolongation of the 
present anarchy.
